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PREFACE. 



Two hundred and eight years ago an English army list, 
the first of its kind, appeared in print. This literary 
curiosity was brought out with a flourish of trumpets and 
beat of drum by its editor, one Nathan Brooks, who speaks 
in his preface of the " unspeakable drudgeries undergone 
in collecting these military lists." Unfortunately the good 
example set by Brooks was not followed up until 1740, 
when, by permission of the Secretary at War, an oflSlcial 
army list was published. Thus from 1661 (the first year 
of England's standing army) until 1740, with the one 
bright exception just named, there are only a few odd 
MS. lists of officers of the British army serving on full 
pay, and a heterogeneous collection of MS. commission 
registers, to supply the demand-^— ever increasing — ^for 
authentic information regarding the dead and gone. To 
those who spend many a weary hour at the War Office 
and Record Office in searching for the commissions of 
Jones, Brown, and Robinson in musty MS. volumes 
(where the entries were jotted down, at the time I write 
of, by clerks whose system of book-keeping was the 
harum-scarum, helter-skelter, one-down-another-come-on 
style), a chronologically arranged, and fully indexed, set 
of printed army lists and commission registers ought to 
be somewhat of a boon. And I trust that my tabular 
forms m^y not only epitomise the mass of commissions, 
but divest the originals of their wearisome tautology. 

In a work of this nature there must be " omissions " as 
well as " commissions," and the unfettered orthography of 
the 17th century adds new difficulties to the work of 
annotation. With all his faults and vagaries the printers' 
devil of the 19th century is an angel of light, and a reason-

INTRODUCTION. XI 

In these days, when the Alumni rolls of our great 
Universities, edited by able genealogists, have been printed 
for the benefit of the historian, the biographer, and the 
community at large, why is it that the registers of military 
commissions for the first eighty years of our standing 
army should have been allowed to remain in disjointed and 
diseonnected manuscript ? Let those answer this question 
who can. And now to enumerate and classify the much- 
bethumbed, ancient-looking MS. volumes of existing mili- 
tary registers, which are in constant use, and of great 
value. 

In the archives of Her Majesty's Public Record 
Office, London, are a set of sixty-nine Domestic Entry 
Books, of the reign of Charles II., which are classified 
under the head of " Home Office " State Papers. These 
books contain entries of most of the military commissions 
issued in the reign of Charles 11. These commissions, and 
minutes of commissions, do not lie all together in a ring 
fence, so to Bpeak, but are very scattered, and their 
arrangement highly erratic. A certain number of these 
same Domestic Entry Books bear on their parchment 
covers the words, Milita/ry Entry Booh^ and their contents 
are devoted to army commissions, regimental lists, and an 
olla podnida of information relating to the Army, some of 
which has a special interest of its own. There are five 
of these Military Entry Books which deserve special 
mention here, as they form a continuous chain of com- 
missions from 1663 to 1688. The first (Dom. Entry 
Book 11) bears inside th^ cover this inscription : ** Mr. 
Secretary Bennet, Military, 1663. First -Book" The 
second (Dom. Entry Book 20) is entitled, "Arlington, 
Secretary, Military, 1664-1670. Second Book." The third 
(Dom. Entry Book 35a), " Lord Arlington. Third Book, 
1669-1674." The fourth (Dom. Entry Book 29), " Military 
Book 4, Henry Coventry, Esq., Secretary of State from 
1667-1682, Sir John Trevor, Secy." The fifth (Dom. 
Entry. Book 69), " Military Book 6, 1682-1688." It will

be seen that these five MS. volumea were the entry books 
kept by the Secretaries of State for the time being, and aa 
such may be considered very reliable as far as they go. 

In addition to the above-named volumes, a few regi- 
mental lists and commission entries are to be met with 
in Dom. Entry Books 2 and 4. The first is devoted to 
" Dunkirk," where there was a large British garrison 
(1661-2), and the second (same date) contains commissions 
and instructions relating to Dunkirk and Tangier. Another 
set of Home Office MS. books, classified as " Military 
Entry Books," contain commission registers, lists of new 
raised regiments, and miscellaneous matter, from 1679 to 
the death of George II. Only the first volume of this 
latter series need be mentioned here, viz., that bearing the 
date " 1679 to 1687." 

The "Calendar of Domestic State Papers," edited by 
Mrs. Green, which extends to October 1667, includes 
the entries of military, commissions up to that date, in 
BO far as they relate to the English Establishment of 
the Army. These same entries are incorporated in Uie 
following pages, supplemented with such commissions 
and regimental lists relating to the regiments at Tangier 
and Barbadoes, the companies in the Channel Islands, 
&c., which do not come within the scope of the work 
so admirably carried out by the able editor of the above 
valuable Calendar. 

It might naturally be supposed that the War Office is 

the proper place to search for information regarding all 

military commissions, but this is not the case. In 

Charles the Second's reign, and for very long after, the 

Secretary of State was de facto Secretary at War, and 

all home commissions were countersigned by him.

entry books. And at the War Office itself the early com- 
mission books are lamentably deficient and misleading. 
For the reign of Charles II. there appears to be only 
one volume (a large folio in modem calf binding) of 
commissions. It is entitled, *' Commissions 13 Oct. 1660 
to 19 May 1684/' and is numbered 1255, being the 
number this book originally bore in the Secretary at 
War's Library, a great part of which has found its way 
to the Record Office. This same book of commissions 
appears to be composed of a job lot of loose sheets (pro- 
bably the remnants of other comnlission books) bound 
together, not always in chronological order, and with 
hideous gaps which tell their own tale of many missing 
commissions. For instance, from June 1667 to April 1681 
there is a yawning hiatus of fourteen years! So much 
for deficiency; now as to correctness of the contents. 
These commission transcripts are all, or very nearly all, 
given in extenso^ and would seem to have been copied 
from the originals. But though transcribed in excellent 
caligraphy, there is abundant evidence that the dates are 
not all correctly given. Here is a case in point: the 
commission of a subaltern in the Admiral's Regiment is 
given eight months before the said regiment was raised 
and exactly two years previous to the appointment of 
this officer to the regiment in question. Then again: 
there is a frequent and marked discrepancy in the ortho- 
graphy of the names of officers whose corresponding com- 
missions appear in the Home Office books. The latter 
are more likely to be correct than the War Office tran- 
scripts, which contain other patent blunders, such as 
numerous duplicates of the self-same commissions. It 
would seem as if the Civil Service Clerk who made these 
transcripts forgot after dinner what he had written before, 
and thus employed his valuable time in doing his work 
twice over. Sometimes, indeed, he became cognisant of 
his mistake, but satisfied himself with scratching a rough 
St. Andrew's cross across the duplicate page, and writing 
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" errour '' in the margin. It in only fair to add that 
there ar^ a few commissions in this War Ofl&ce volume 
which do not appear in the Home OflBice books. When 
these have been met with they have been accepted in all 
good faith, and added to the roU, which at the best isi 
and ever will be, an incomplete one. 

One reason why these old commission registers are 
imperfect is, that " when a regiment was on foreign 
service, the Commander of the Forces filled up all va- 
cancies without the knowledge, or control, of the Govern- 
ment at home."* Here is a notable proof of this asser* 
tion taken from the before-named War Office Commission 
Book : — 

** Mem. — These are to certify that Captain Hugh Verman 

to our certain knowledge was made Captain of Horse in

The practice in this and succeeding reigns of sending 
blank commissions to the colonels of newly-raised regi- 
ments, and to captains of independent troops and com- 
panies, to be fiUed in by the commanding officers to whom 
they were sent, was productive of many gaps in the 
commission registers. Add to the above causes the slap- 
dash way of book-keeping, as practised by the Civil 
Service Clerks of the 17th century, and no further com- 
ments on missing registers are necessary. 

The strength of Charles the Second's army cannot be 
estimated from the regimental lists and commissions given 
in the Home and War Office Commission Books, for the 
good reason that the Military Establishments of Scotland 
and Ireland (prior to the Union of the two Kingdoms 
with England) are, with a few rare exceptions, carefully

ezoluded from their pages, and consequently do not appear 
in this collection. The former kingdom had but a handful 
of soldiers in the early days of Charles II., such as two 
Scotch troops of Life Guards ; two independent troops of 
dragoons, which, in 1681, helped to form a regiment (the 
Scots Greys) ; and a few companies of foot guards — the 
nucleus of the present Scots Fusilier Guards. As regards 
Ireland that kingdom had its own separate Military Esta- 
blishment* from the accession of Charles II. down to the 
end of the 18th century. But when occasion so required 
it, regiments were brought over to England from Ire- 
land, and placed on the English Establishment. On the 
breaking out of the war with Holland, in March 1672, 
Charles sent for several Irish regiments to increase his 
available forces in England. These regiments were tem- 
porarily placed on the English Establishment whilst em- 
ployed on this special service, and hence occur the few 
rare exceptions of commissions " in Our Army in Our 
Kingdom of Ireland " finding their way into the following 
pages. The same cause that brings us the commissions 
of these Irish oflBcers deprives us of the commissions of 
many British oflBcers, because they and their respective 
regiments were, temporarily, in the service of some foreign 
Power, and outside the pale of the English Establishment. 
Lord George Douglas's Scotch Regiment (1st Foot) was 
in the service of France during the greater part of this 
reign ; the Holland Regiment .in the service of the States 
General up to 1665, when it was recalled ; Col. Hen. 
Pearson's Regiment of Horse, and Col. Fras. Moore's 
Regiment of Foot, in the service of the King of Portugal.f 
In 1672 several British regiments were raised for service 
in France, and on arrival there were placed on the French

A noticeable feature in these 17th century commissions 
is the granting of fresh commissions to officers who ex- 
changed, or were removed, from one company to another. 
The regimental system was then still in its infancy in 
England, and troops and companies — the fractional parts 
of regiments — played a more important part in the details 
and working of an army than the regiments themselves. 
This statement is borne out by the fact that foot regi- 
ments were often split up and the companies quartered 
at scattered stations, where they were not in touch, so 
to speak, with the regiment to which they belonged. 
The Colonel had his own company (commanded in his 
absence by the Captain-Lieutenant) ; the Lieutenant- 
Colonel and llajor had likewise their companies. And 
what is still more anomalous, we find instances in this

Glancing down the long roll of officers who held com- 
missions under Charles II., we find . the names of many 
leaders of men who have '' left foot- prints on the sands of 
time/' Let us pick out four of the molit famous. First) 
by right of precedence^* comes George Monk, Duke of 
Albemarle, the beau ideal of a 17th century soldier of 
fortune^-a King-maker and Opportunist, by whose side 
the Great Earl of Warwick sinks into insignificance. Side 
by side with Monk appears the cavalry leader in the 
Civil Wars, the fiery Prince Rupert. Not so fiery, or 
reckless, as of yore, when he blundered, and fought, and 
was beaten, but in all other respects the same as of old.

Charles II. But for all that, the two Services were en- 
tirely distinct the one from the other. The second 
Charles raised territorial regiments in time of emergency 
to bring his army up to a proper war footing, and dis- 
banded them when the scare was over. He was not 
above paying some of these new-raised troops out of 
" militia money,"* but for the whole term of their exist- 
ence these ephemeral troops were de facto and de jure, 
"Regulars,** and not "Militia." Lists of militia regi- 
ments and militia commissions are occasionally to be 
found in the Domestic Entry Books of Charles II., but 
do not come within the scope of this work, and have, 
therefore, been carefully excluded.! It may be stated, 
however, that the Militia of the reign of Charles II. was 
mainly officered by men who had fought in the Great Civil 
War, and who were admirably fitted to hold commissions 
in any branch of the Service. They exchanged into the 
Stending Army, and from the Army back to the Militia, 
as occasion required. Thus the two Services were twin 
brothers in affection, and each necessary to the other's 
vital existence.
